The document Dl is regarded as being the closest prior art to 
the subject-matter of claims 1-4 , and discloses: a device for 
a receptacle mounting for a urine container* The receptacle 
mounting is provided with a support section and a base 
section. The position of the base section relative to the 
support sections being arranged to prevent a urine bottle from 
falling out of the support sections when the receptacle 
mounting is in its operative position. It has a hook- 
resembling section (102) , a hoop (76) and a fold (88). (see 
figure 5) 

A device according to claims 2-4 is known from document Dl. 
Thus, the invention defined in claims 2-4 is not new and 
consequently lacks novelty and inventive step. 

The invention according to claim 1 differs from what is known 
through Dl in that the receptacle mounting is provided with 
hooks corresponding to recesses in a urine collecting bag. 

A person skilled in the art looking for a way to mount a urine 
collecting bag finds a solution in D2. D2 teaches that hooks 
can be used to mount a collecting bag. It is considered 
obvious to the person skilled in the art to add hooks, known 
through D2, to the device in Dl to mount a collecting bag. The 
invention according to claim 1 is considered to be obvious to 
a person skilled in the art with knowledge of Dl and D2. 
Therefore, the invention defined in claim 1 lacks novelty and 
inventive step.
